This schedule is almost as com­ 
plicated as it looks. 
There are 
two items w'hich should be care­ 
fully determined the first year 
you rent any property. One is 
the “cost or other basis,” which 
goes in Column 3 and the other 
is the estimated life used in ac­ 
cumulating 
depreciation, 
which 
goes in Column 7. 
If you are 
renting out a house or anything 
larger, you w'ould be wise to get 
expert help in setting up Columns 
3 and 7. After the first year, the 
schedule is easier to fill out be­ 
cause the im portant items usually 
rem ain the same. 
If you are renting out just a 
part of your house or some rela­ 
tively small item such as home 
furnishings, trailer, or bicycle, the 
follow’ing simple rules for filling 
out Schedule 
II 
wull 
generally 
satisfy the Bureau: 
1. WTien renting part of your 
house, first determine your “ cost 
or other basis.” 
If you bought the house, the 
“ cost or other basis” is what you 
paid for it. If you inherited the 
house, it is the fair m arket value 
on the day you acquired it. 
If 
it was given to you, the “cost or 
other basis” is the price paid by 
the last person who bought it 
Land is not depreciable so do not 
include the value of your lot in 
the “cost or other basis” of your 
house. 


If the only value you have in­ 
cludes both your house and lot, 
you can divide this amount be­ 
tween your house and lot in the 
same ratio as the property assess­ 
ment 
is 
divided. 
For example 
suppose you paid 510,000 for your 
house and lot. Suppose also that 
on 
the 
property tax 
list your 
house is valued at $6000 and your 
lot at $2000. You should allocate 
your $10,000 cost in the same pro­ 
portion—one-fourth or S2500 to 
the lot and three-fourths or $7500 
to the house. 
If you are renting Iw'o out of 
six rooms in your house, take 
one-third of the “cost or other 
basis” of your house and put that 
amount in Column 3 of Schedule 
H, after filling out Columns 1 and 
2. 
If you rent one out of seven 
rooms, take one-seventh, and so 
on. 
Next, estimate how^ m any years 
your house will last from the time 
you first began renting a part of 
it. The Bureau has found that the 
average brick house lasts about 
40 years from the time it w'as 
built and an average frame house 
about 30 years. You can use these 
as a 
guide in estimating 
how 
much longer your house will last. 
That doesn’t mean that a brick 
house 39 years old only wdll last 
one more year. If you have such 
a house and it looks good for 
another 20 years, then use the 


longer period.

WASHINGTON.The U.N. 
retreat 
in 
Korea 
has now gone through two distinct and separate 
stages 
RETREAT NO. 
1—Which began when we 
were caught up near the Manchurian border 
was a genuine, almost headlong retreat—a dis­ 
tance of 120 miles back to around the 38th 
parallel. Another phase of this retreat was a 
valiant, mile-by-mile battle by the 10th Corps 
to reach the sea at Hungnam. 
RETREAT NO. 2—Which began at around the 
38th parallel last week has been a carefully 
planned withdrawal, with supplies loaded up 
and ready to move back even before the enemy 
hit. It was hoped to give the impression that 
U.N. forces were retreatin g in the face of heavy 
odds, but this has not really been the case. Our 
withdrawal is following a calculated plan to 
evacuate most of Korea. 
What the American public doesn't generally 
realize, however, is that both retreats have had 
an extremely bad reaction in other parts of the 
world. Furthermore, war stories published in 
Europe 
are 
frequently 
quite 
different 
from 
those published in this coun try—especially when 
it comes to the reasons for retreatin g and the 
size of the Chinese Communist army. 
British Press Dispa tches 
British newsmen , for instance, at one time 
referred to “Mao’s ghost arm y” and said that 
British forces had not seen the en emy for 
a 
week. This was durin g retreat No. 1 of the 8th 
Army when U.N. forces raced 120 miles south­ 
ward. 
General MacArthur’s own confidential dis­ 
patches to the Pentagon give credence to some 
of these British news Accounts. 
During one point in the retreat of the 8th 
Army 
shortly 
before 
Christmas, 
MacArthur 
actually sent his field commander, 
the late 
Lieut. Gen. Walton Walker, a blistering cable 
ordering him to make contact with the enemy 
and be “aggressive” about it. MacArthur even 
used the command “ I direct” in his message to 
Walker; also ordered him to “give high priority 
to bringing in prisoners.” 
It is most unusual for a headquarters com­ 
man der to give such blunt orders as “I direct” 
to a field commander. 
Atta cks Ex a g g era ted 
An other significant point brought out in Mac­ 
A rthur’s reports to Washington is that, durin g 
the 
evacuation 
of the Hun gn am 
beachhead, 
never were the U.N. forces attacked by any 
Chinese force stronger than a company. 
Press dispatches from Hungnam made it ap­ 
pear that the Chinese were throwin g masses of 
troops at U.N. lines which fought desperately 
to hold the beachhead. However, MacArthur’s 
own reports to Washington do not bear this out. 
He states that no more than one Chinese com­ 
pan y attacked the beachhead, and that not a 
single American casualty was suffered durin g 
the evacuation. 
Though the 10th Corps fought one of the most 
valian t withdrawals in history to Hungn am, the 
real story of the 8th Arm y’s retreat is not so 
glorious. Its difficulties were due in part to poor 
liaison, poor command, and to the inevitable 
problems which arise when troops of different 
nationalities are fighting side by side. 
Initial error was MacArthur’s failure to pro­ 
vide for direct battle liaison between General 
W alker s 8th Army and Maj. Gen. Almon d’s 
10th Corps. Walker, though a lieutenant general 
outi an kin g Almond, was not placed in com­ 
mand, but each had to commun icate back to 
Tokyo 
And with the 8th Army advancing west in 
fan n ed-out formation toward the Manchurian 
border, and the 10th Corps advancin g north 
toward the Siberian border, the Chinese clever­ 
ly hit in between. 
Frictio n With So uth Ko rea ns 
If U.N forces had been advancing in a com­ 
pact front, instead of fanned out. the result 
might have been different. But on top of this, 
the 2nd Division of the 8th Army panicked. It 
had been left behind as a rear guard for the 
8th Aimy with South Korean units on its flank, 
friction developed between the South Koreans 
and the Americans, including fist fights, and 
the Americans were finally ordered to keep 
away from the South Koreans. 
T his led to loss of contact between the two, 
so that the 2nd Division did not know the South 
Koreans had dropped back, leaving the Ameri­ 
cans’ flank exposed. This gave the Chinese a 
chance to infiltrate, and the 2nd Division pan ­ 
icked and ran. 


Four battalions unhooked their field artillery 
and made a dash for the south. It was while 
thus run n in g that the 2nd Division suffered 
most oí 
its casualties— which amoun ted to over 
50 per cent and caused MacArthur to cable 
Washington that the 2nd Division was “unfit 
for further duty.” 
This terse message may have had a double 
mean in g 
namely, that the 2nd Division was 
not only decimated by battle casualties but unfit 
for further combat duty because of bad morale.

Yo ur ISew So cia l Security

No doubt you have heard or read that em- 
i ployees of nonprofit organizations 
m a y become 
entitled to federal old-age and survivors in­ 
suran ce protection un der the amen ded social 
security 
law. 
The 
definitions 
of 
“nonprofit 
organizations” for social security purposes is 
taken from the federal income tax laws, which 
describe one group of such organizations as: 


“Corporations, and an y commun ity chest, 
fund, or foundation, organized and operated 
exclusively for religious, charitable, scien­ 
tific, literary, or educational purposes, or 
for the prevention of cruelty to children or 
animals, no part of the net earnings of 
which inures to the benefit of any private 
shareholder or individual, and no substan ­ 
tial part of the activities of which is carry­ 
ing on propaganda, or otherwise attempting 
to influence legislation.” 


Un der the 19 50 amen dmen ts to the Social Se- 
curtiy Act, employees of these nonprofit organ i­ 
zations may have federal insurance un der cer­ 
tain conditions. 
One condition is that the organization for 
which they work agrees to assume the em ­ 
ployer’s share of the social security tax on its 
employees’ wages. It does this by filing a cer­ 
tificate of waiver from tax exemption with the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. A second condition 
is that at least two-thirds of the employees of 
the organization eligible for coverage indicate 
in writing their desire to participate in social 
security If these two conditions are met, those 
workers who signed would come un der social 
security, but not the employees who did not 
sign. However, any employees hired by the 
organization after the calen dar quarter in which 
the certificate is filed would have this pro­ 
tection. 
Even if a nonprofit organization meets these 
conditions, certain kinds of work are excluded 
from social security, for instance, work done 
by members of the clergy in the exercise of 
their ministry, 
or by members of 
religious 
orders in the exercise of the duties required by 
such orders. 
The agreemen ts are not necessary for certain 
other nonprofit organizations whose employees 
are covered by the social security law if they 
earn $50 or more in a calen dar quarter. Among 
these are man y agricultural and labor groups 
and volun tary employees beneficiary organ iza­ 
tions, both private and federal. Building and 
loan associations, mutual savings and coopera­ 
tive banks are included, also fratern al bene-- 
ficiarv societies, 
business and civic leagues, 
chambers of commerce, real estate boards, and 
boards of trade, social clubs, civic and recrea­ 
tional associations. 
Work done for 
a university or college bv 
enrolled students regularly atten din g classes is 
not covered by the law, nor is work done in 
a hospital by an intern who has completed 
a 
four-year course in a medical school. When 
work is performed in a hospital or nurses train ­ 
ing school by a studen t nurse regularly atten d­ 
ing classes, the work does not count toward 
old-age and survivors insurance. Domestic serv­ 
ice performed for a college club, fraternity, or 
sorority by an enrolled student who is regularly 
atten ding classes is also excepted.
